The ship was returning from France and nearing a home port 
when the torpedo struck her, penetrating the wardroom where pa- 
ients were accommodated. About 100 wounded have been landed 
t a British port, coming ashore in what ciothing they could reach 
vhen rudely awakened, 


Over 650 Survivors ‘ 

A BRITISH PORT, Saturday, Aug. 3—The torpedoing early 
his morning of the British ship Waritda was one of the most har- 
owing disasters in the history of submarine warfare. The number 
bf dead is variously estimated from 105 to 130 and upward, and in- 
ludes women nurses. 

The ship carried 600 sick and wounded. Among them were 
keven Americans, two officers and five enlisted men, all of whom have 
yeen accounted for excep’ one private. : 

There were aboard 89 nurses and members of the voluntary aid 
epartment and the crew comprised 200 men. 

More than 650 survivors brought here shortly after six o’clock, 
ere given first aid treatment, food and clothing.

URGES FORCE 
TO THE LIMIT 


Gives Retort to Lansdowne by 
Saying Huns Must Be Beaten 
in the Field 


LONDON, Aug. 6—In the form of a 
long letter to his constituents at Dun- 
dee, Winston Spencer Churchill, min- 
ister of munitions, replied to the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne’'s recent letter and 
makes the following among other 
points:

OIL TANKER 


SUNK AFTER 3 
HOURS’ BATTLE 


U-Boat, Failing to Conquer Ship 
by Shelifire, Strikes with 
Torpedo 


A CANADIAN ATLANTIC PORT, 
Aug. 6.—After a three-hours battle 
with a German submarine about thirty 
miles west of this port today, the oil 
tanker Lux Blanca was torpedoed and 
sunk and two of the crew killed. The 
oil tanker left port at eight o'clock 
this morning and three hours later the 
battle opened with the U-boat. Both 
ships opened fire and the shelling kept 
up for over two hours, The submarine 
had the longest range guns, and her 
shots had a more telling effect. Fail- 
ing to sink the tanker by gunfire, the 
submarine launched a torpedo which 
ripped open the stern of the steaiger 
and she soon disappeared into the 
depths. 

The captain and crew took to the 
boats, two of which have been brought 
in here and the occupants of the third 
have been rescued and are on their 
way here, Another steamer, which was 
about five miles distant when the fight- 
ing began, returned to port.

Edmonton's Municipal Street 
| Railway System 


Is Edmonton's municipal street rall- 
Way to be one of the city's greatest 
assets in the future? 

That such will be the case is the 
faith held by many of Its citizens, a 
faith held to despite heavy deficits, 
and at various times, strongly en- 
ginesred movements that the franchise 
should be leased or sold to a private 
company. 

Edmonton's atreet railway has never 
paid, that is, it has never regularly 
returned a profit over all charges. It 
can make a surplus over operation, 
but cannot pay sinking fund or de- 
perciation charges. 

Wet in spite of the fact that this 
deficit runs into thousands of dollars 
monthly and yearly, some of Edmon- 
ton's citizens look forward to golden 
days when the street railway profits 
will help to offset taxes, and thus 
assist in counter-balancing the high 
cost of living, which certain experts 
say {s now going to stay up in the air 
for ever, 

~Where is the excuse for any roseate 
view in respecteto the street railway? 
Simply this, the railway was built 
ahead of the city's needs, and it now 
serves great stretches of unprofitable 
country. But same day, say the hope- 
ful ones, when the population has 
come back and increased, these same 
vacant spaces, built on and peopled 
with a prosperous community, are go- 
ing to yield handsome returns for the 
“lean years’ When the street railway 
was run on little else but optimism. 

Edmonton's street railway stands 
for a capital investment of §$3,101,- 
248.97, and of this $366,698.82 has 
been redeemed, leaving $2,705,157.38 
en which interest has to be earned, 
So far as this interest-earning capac- 
ity is concerned, its showing is not 
Unsatisfactory, as the earnings work 
out et something over 4 per cent. on 
the capital investment. 

To go back to the starting-point of 
the utillty, it will easily be seen that 
the street railway, until late years, 
was never given the opportunity to 
consolidate its position, and’ show’ 
whether !t was going to be anything 
of a profitable municipal undertaking 
or not, 

It was opened in 1908 with twelve 
miles of track, estimating on the 
single-track basis, and with seven cars 
in operation, There was no return 
made that year, the peegey A being in 
its infancy. The next year there was a 
deficit of $9,484.64, and from that time 
on the deficits given in the annual 


returns were: 1910, $87,288.62; 1911, 
$47,023.57; 1912, $45,662.40; 1918, 
$158,286.21; 1914, $145,800.99; 1915, 
$135,768.71; 1916, $119,697.66; 1917, 
$168,781.94. 


Up to 1915 more or less construction 
work ‘was being carried out, this 
reaching its zenith during the years 
1912-18-14. These were “boom” days 
in Edmonton, when the real estate 
men were busy, and propositions were 
put through embracing street railway 
extensions, for which the account is 
being rendered today. But during 
those days the mah would have been 
characterized the worst kind of a 
“knocker” who dared to suggest that 
Edmonton's rapid development and 
increase of population would ever 
come to a stand-still ,while the wildest 
dreams never pictured any falling-oft 
in the population. But this is exactly 
what has come to pass, through & 
combination of conditions which per- 
haps few could foresee, and hence the 
present situation of $ street railway, 
with trackage and rolling stock suffic- 
jent for a population of 100,000 now 
serving a population of 65,000 souls, 

As instances of the expenditure en- 
tered into, in 1912 the number of cara 
owned by the city street railway was 
56, in 1918 the number had been in- 
creased to 80, and in 1914 to 87. The 
total included sweepers, work cars, 
freight cars, sprinklers, apart from 
the passenger cars. There are now 
74 passenger care, and six other cars, 
including 2 sweepers, 2 sprinklers 
work car and trailer. Four passenger 
ears have been sold, three destroyed 
by fire or accident, and one dump car 
has also been sold. 

The average price paid for rollin 
etock was from $5,000 to $8,000, an 
the total capital outlay on rolling 
stock was put down at $782,541.48. 

The mileage of the system, calcu- 
lated on the single track basis, is 54, 
an increase of 43 miles of track since 
the system was opened in 1908. 

In 1918 street car barns were ¢con- 
etructed at a cost of $170,084.94, an 
expenditure which has always received 
a considerable amount of criticism. 
Certainly the barns are, in @ way, 
epacious and effective of design, and 
considering the amount of rollin 
stock owned by the street railway an 
the prevailing ideas of the times, can- 
not be considered to be out of pro- 
portion to the system as a whole. 
However, there was an over-exzpendi- 
ture of $70,000, a great deal of com- 
ment and ¢uspicion aroused, and hay- 
ing said that much the subject may be 
dropped. Nevertheless, the barne are 
there, and they form a useful and im- 
portant part of the street railway 
system. 

The question is always being asked: 
With the huge deficit wend, Pied up, 
how can the street railway be kept in 
operation? Ina way the huge deficit 
does not exist, as a large portion wae 
wiped out in 1916 by using the accu- 
mulated surplusés of the three other 


utilities run by the city which do 
monthly return a handsome profit. 
There was also a surplus from the 


power house when turned over to the 
Alliance Power Company for opera- 
tion, which went in to help clear off 
the deficit. 

The City Counti! decided that thie 
course should be taken, and in June, 
1916, a deficit of $632,810 was wiped 
off the slate. Since that time and up 
to the end of 1917 another doficit of 
$219,370 had accumulated. The gen- 
eral opinion now is that the deficits 
should be dealt with by increasing the 
taxes yearly to cover the amount re- 
quired, 

Towards the end of 1916 the street 
cars were carrying tbout 380,000 pas- 
sengers daily, and it was estimated that 
with the number of passengers increae- 
ed to another 6000 daily, that the 
system would give a return over all 
charges, the estimate was arrived at 
from the fact that on occasional days, 
when the passenger total reached that 
mark, there was a balance to the good 
after all charges had been met. 

While on the subject of the number 
of passengors carried, it might here be 
noted that tho greatest number of pas- 
sengets recorded as using the street 
care was in 1913, when the total stood 
at 156 millions. The Street Railway 
Superintendent says that if 12 millions 
are carried this year the railway will 
break even. In epite of the largo 
number carried in 1913, a deficit was 
shown, but the year was one when con- 
siderable construction was done, and 
also at the time aix tickets were «old 
for a quarter. In 1914 the total was 
14 millions passengers, and the pop- 
ulation of the city fell from 73,000 to 
59,000 and with-it the number of street 
car users from 14 millions to 10 1-2 
millions. \ 

It became evident that to the street 
railway management, which has al- 
ways been vested in the Utilities Com- 
mittee of the city council, along with 
the Utilities Con.missioner, that no 
help would be forthcoming from eny 
immediate increase in population, end 
that if street railway finances were to 
be got into better shapo, that other 
ways end means must be sought. In 
the firet place this took the form of 
eliminating all possible expense, and 
it cannot be denied that during the 
last few years economy of manage- 
ment has done much to lessen the 
burden of Edmonton's street railway. 

To begin with, steps were taken to 
get rid of the competition from the 
jitneys then operating on the main 
streets, and ‘an amendment was eec- 
ured to the city charter from the pro- 
vincial legislature which practically 
put the jitneya out of business, eo that 
they are now rarely seen on the streete 
eave at Fair times, Then e trial was 
given to the operation of one-man cars 
with the result that this eystem has 
now been extended as far as possible 
throughout the whole aystem. It is 
stated that as the result of the one- 
man care that platform wages have 
been reduced from 77c. to E8c, 

The following figures will show in 
the beet menner what has been ac- 
complished in this direction. In 1914 
the total expenses of the street railway 
for the year wers $864,653. while in 
1917 the total expenses for the year 
had been reduced to $661,510.16. The 
total cperating cost’ was 10.9c, per car 
mile, which was about the same as 
1911, before the days of heavy ¢xten- 
sions. Apart from: the reductions in 
working expenses, the next step it was 
thought wise to take was to endeavour 
to make the fares charged on the rail- 
Way an additional source of revenue. 
A move was made In the direction of 
instituting the zone eystem, and there 
was evidence that it had caught the 
popular fancy, as @e meeting held this 
year to consider the subject of street 
railway fares went in its favor. As ie 
known, the provincial legislature de- 
cided egainst the zone system, but gave 
permiesion for an increase in fares 
provided that euch increase was made 
uniform throughout the city. This 
led to the present scale of fares being 
adopted, including the charge of So for 
tickete purchased off the cars, the in- 
crease to 7e for cash paid on the care, 
or four tickets for a quarter, the elim- 
ination of cheap fares for workmen, 
the increased fares after a certain hour 
at night, and the charges for baggage, 
and infant carriages during certain 
houre of the day. There has been 
much adverse criticism directed against 
the changes. particularly on the acore 
of doing away with workmen's tickets, 
and it is urged that if any increased 
revenue is shown, it is discounted by a 
drop® in thé number of passengers 
carried, being evidence to the effect 
that people cannot now afford to uee 
the street railway. 

It is not desired in this article to 
present comment on the situation, and 
the best way to help niay be to give 
figures relative to operations of the 
street railway during the first six 
monthe of the present year. 

Up to the end of june of this year 
the street railway had carried 5,388,584 
passengers, while in the corresponding 
ered of last year the total wae 5,255. 

78. showing an increase of 127,806 
for the present year. 

The revenue for the six months of 
thia year was $264,243.72, against $254, 
865.24 for the six montha of last year, 
an increase of $9,378.48. , 

The surplus over operation for the 
six months of 1918 was $73,261. against 
$43,000 for the corresponding six 
months of last year. . 

The deficit for the six months cf 


1918 up to the end of June was $64.- 

234.71, The deficit for the corres- 

nding six Months of 1917 was $83,- 

It must not bé overlooked that lart 

r up to the end of June, close on 

14,000 were paid out in damage 
claims, 

Operating expenses for 1 up to 
the end of June were $193,699. egainst 
$210,880. for the corresponding period 
of last year, giving a eaving of $17,130. 

The following figures are sub-divided 
to show the period when the new ecale 
of fares came into force in May. 

Up to the end of April for this year 
the rovenue wae $182,965.56, against 
the sum of $174,452.62 for the corres- 
ponding period of last year. 

For the two months of May and 
June the revenue wae $83,995. against 
$79,865. for the corresponding two 
months of last year. 

The passengers carried during May 
of 1918 were 776,360, against 819,350 
for May of last year. 

Passengers carried during June of 
this year were 770,000 against 810,000 
of June of last year. 

There are a few other facts about the 
street railway which it may be well to 
note, The capital charges per car 
mile are nearly as high as the operat- 
ing costs. In 1917 they were 15.9 
aQgainest 16.4 for operation. The cap- 
ital charges amount to $733. per day. 
In 1914 there were close on 300 men 
employed on the etreet railway, and 
this number hae been reduced to under 
200. The monthly payroll amounts 
to something like $18,000. 

The eame car service and the same 
car hours are being run ae in 1914. 
The average speed of Edmonton street 
cars is ten miles per hour. The aver- 

© number of care on the road is 
30 to 382, 

In addition to the motormen and 
conductors the department includes a 
ataff of experienced workmen of all 
grades. All repairing and decovating 
is carried out by these men, anJ th: 
department can renovate an old car 
to make it to all intents and purposes 
equal to new. 


The gross revenue of the street rail- 
way in 1917 was §487,778, against 
$524,737 for the previous year. The 
capital charges were $265,028, com- 
pared with $252,353 in 1916. Main- 
tenance and operation was $396,481, 
against $391,981 in 1916. 

The number of passengers carried !n 
1917 was 10,068,213, or 583,168 fower 
than in 1916. 

Street railway superintendents since 
the inception of the system have bees. 
C. Taylor, now engineer in charse of 
the power house for the Alliance 
Power company; — Biswanger, R 
Knight, W. Woodruff, J. H. Larmonthb 
and the present superintendent, J. 
Moir, who has now held the position 
for three years. Mr. Moir has been 
in the employ of the street railway de- 
partment since 1908, and he has held 

ractically all positiohs in the service. 

revious to that he was for som, time 
in the service pf the Toronto street 
railway. Superintendent Moir's ear.y 
training was secured in the well known 
corporation street railway at Giaa- 
gow, Scotland, which most peop): w'1 
recognize ae a pretty efficient schvol. 

Something has already been sai 
about a proposal that the siireet rail- 
way should be leased or sold. In 1916 
the city entered into an agree nert 
with the Edmonton Power Co., Ltd, 
by which the tu aad secured a fran- 
chise to supply the city with hydro- 
electric energy, the company guaran- 
teeing to ha its plant in operation 
within seven years, but not earlier thao 
five years from the date of the agrer- 
ment. At the same time an agreoment 
was entered into with the Alliance 
Power company, of Calgary, by «hich 
they were allowed to take over and 
operate the city's power plant for the 
space of five years, which by the 
agreement, virtually meant that until 
the hydro-electric company was ready 
with ite plant. The Alliance com- 
pany waa bound by the agreement to 
furnish the elty with electricity at one 
cent per kilowatt hour and to main- 
tain the plant in good condition. 

Following this there was commenc- 
ed an agitation by those who sai1 tha, 
taking into account the deficit, the city 
would do better by leasing or veiling 
the street railway to a private concern. 
The agitation culminated in a setter 
being received from a group of per 
sons, the same as those interested n 
the Alliance Power company, asking 
if council would be willing to talk over 
the idea of selling or leasing the street 
railway and the other electric ut'\ities, 
By thie time, however, considerabio 
opposition had been engendered to the 
idea, Mayor Henry, who was then 'n 
office, stating emphatically that he wae 
opposed to the suggestion and that ‘n 
his opinion the stret railway would be 
@ great asset geome day to the citv. 
Council refused to talk over any pr -- 
posals of the kind as suggested by ths 
communication and this attitude ey'- 
dently seemed to coincide with tle 
ideas of the majority of the citisans, 

Nevertheless the proposal was made 
an issue at the next municipal clec- 
tion, when candidates were asied if 
they were in favor of either leasisg 
or selling the utility, ractically ever; 
one answered in the negative, ard 
from that time very little has been 
heard of the matter. 

There are $8,000,000 tied up in the

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Mental plots at the University relative 
to frost damage, many interesting ob- 
servations have been madé, All crops 
have «uffered considerably, of the 
grain crope the relative damage ap- 
pears to be in the following order: 
Wheat, barley, peas, flax, oats. In the 
forage and rooot crops the order runs 
6 follows: Cora, millets, buckwheat, 
mangels, the swedes and turnips being 
only slightly injured In the potato 
crop the late potatoes have euffered 
more than those in or beyond the 
blossom stage, 

Many factors have seemed to in- 
fluence the frost injury. Among those 
to lessen the damage, earliness appears 
to have been the most important ae is 
shown by the following observations: 

GRAIN CROPS 
1. Date of Seeding 

Wheat seeded at intervals of ten 
days over a period of fifty days he- 
ginning April 9, shows a wide variation 
with respect to frost damage. The 
earlier the seeding, or the more ad- 
vanced the crop beyond the blossom 


stage, the lees the damage. Wheat 
seeded on April 9 shows at present 
less than 10 per cent. damage, whereas 
wheat seeded on the 18th of May 


shows at least §5 per cent. damage. 
2. Rate of Secding 


Wheat was seeded at five different 
rates varying from 4 to 1% bushels 
er acre, The damage ts jeast in the 
heaviest rates of seeding, which ts in 
keeping with a more advanced crop, 
and varies directly in proportion to 
the lighter rates of seeding. 

3. Variety 

Some 15 varieties and more than 30 
strains of wheat were seeded at the 
same date and under eimilar condi- 
tions of soil, in April.” All strains and 
varieties earlier than Marquis have 
suffered eo slightly that the damage 
is almost negligible, while Marquis suf- 
fered infinitely less than varieties euch 
as Red Fife seeded at the same date. 
Many of the un-named early etrains 
of wheat now growing in the Investiga- 
tion Field escaped with no harm what- 
soever. 

4. Preparation of Soil 

Wheat growing on poorly prepared 
soil whether stubble or sod, being 
siightiy more advanced, has invariably 
escaped with lighter damage 
wheat growing on better prepared 
land, which was later. Similarly wheat 
on the lighter, earlier solls and the 
higher areas showed lees damage. The 


damage sustained by spring rye, bar-% 


ley and peas is quite comparable to 
that of the wheat crop growing under 
similar conditions. The damage to 
cata is scarcely measureable. Flax

As a reeult the ball has 
changed color slightly and when 
squeezed between the finger and thumb 
emits @ somewhat vinegary odor, 
FORAGE AND ROOT CROPS 


Of the many forage and fodder 
plants under test the corn crop has 
euffered by far the greatest injury, 
with the millets a close second, These 
crops, especially the millets, are show- 
ing remarkable recuperative power. 
The millets have already completely 
recovered from their setback. The 
mangel crop, especially the late seeded 
crop, has suffered a alight setback, The 
Swedes and turnips, on the contrary, 
give no evidence of frost. Swedes, 
turnips and cabbage intended for seed 
purposes, however, have sustained very 
heavy damage, The seed already de- 
veloped hag suffered heavily, 


POTATOES 
As was pointed out in a former 
statement, the late-planted potatoes 
have been heavily frosted This crop, 


too, is showing splendid recuperative 
power, Already new leaves are rapidly 
developing in the avils of the injured 
branches and soon an entirely new 
leaf system 60 essential to the stareh 
development in the potato tuber will 
have developed. With a favornble 
August it is diMoult to predict the ex- 
tent of the potato crop én 1918, 


r There has been much good judgment 
shown on the part of grain growers 
with respect to the Aisposition of the 
damaged crop. The call for assistance 
hag been 6o widespread that this office 
|} has been enabled to know that where 
there has been any doubt, grain grow- 
ers have erred on the side, of delaying 
cutting operations, There {s still much 
inquiry coming to hand, more espec!i- 
ally regarding the probability of frost- 
ed wheat remaining green, Tg this it 
should be stated that repeated Riserva. 
tion hae revealed the fact that wheat, 
although frozen in the bloasom stage, 
or a#lightiy later, may continue to re- 
main green for an indefinite period. 
This rather peculiar condition may be 
}e~mplained on the grounds that such 
| Wheat plants have not suffered any 
injury at or just above the top joint. 
It is doubtiess true, however, that such 
flelde will soon exhibit a prematurely 
yellowish-green shade Regular care- 


ful examinations of such flelds that 
reveal no progress in kernel develop- 
ment, and even a drying up of a 


partly developed kernel, should be the 
deciding factor,

eartainly bearing its legitimate 
fruit. The Toronto riots of Friday 
night, which wrecked and looted 
nineteen Greek restaurants, were 
suceeeded on Saturday n1 , 
continuation of the same, which 
put some thirty-five of the citt- 
rene of Toronto in the hospital. 
The press reports are’ evidently 
censored, so that a correct knowl- 
edge of what occurred or why it 
occurred is not possible. It is evi- 
dent, however, that, no matter 
how the trouble started, once it 
had started it was taken fall ad- 
vantage of by those who hold that 
‘Jaws for cowards were invent- 
ed.’ They proceeded without 
delay to destroy or steal property, 
and to inflict bodily injury on 
those against whom they took of- 
fence it is to be presumed, in the 
name of liberty, justice and patri- 
otism: 

_ What will be the end no one 
knows. But the Toronto junkers 
who spent the money they loved 
so well and lifted sanctimonious | 
eves and voices to Heaven in the 
effort to arouse race passion and 
religious prejudice in the minds 
of the people within their sphere 
of influence, to the end that their 
control of Canada would be con- 
tinued for their great benefit, 
have reason to be pleased with the 
measure of their success. They 
have aroused the spirit of lawless 
tvranny—they may be the first to 
feel the results. Certainly the| 
manifestation of that spirit at 
their own doors may well cause 
them to wonder how soon their 
turn will come, 

In Vancouver there is a specific 
truce which may end in civil war. 
A leading labor man undertook to 
evade the draft: He was pursued 
by the authorities and, presum- 
ably resisting arrest, was shot. 
Because he was a leading labor 
man some part of the labor organ- 
izations in Vancouver declared a 
} day's strike as a protest against 
| the action of the authorities. 

Certain men said to be returned 

soldiers mobbed another leading 

labor man as their protest against 
the strike, and followed that up 
with a demand that certain other 
lending labor men leave the city. 
A vote of members of the labor 
unions is to be taken this week to 
decide whether the men shall leave 
or not. If the organizations vote 
that they shall leave, and enforce 
their order, that means that the 
jurisdiction over the lives and lib- 
erties of the formerly free citizens 
of Canada, which was declared by 
the Supreme Court at Ottawa to 
rest in our order-in-conncil Goy- 
ernment, is in Vancouver supple- 
mented by similar control assumed 
by the labor organizations. On the 
other hand, if the labor organiza- 
tions vote that the men need not 
leave, the so-called returned  sol- 
diers may be expected to attempt 

to expel them by force, This is a 

position which contains all the | 

elements out of which grows civil 
war. 

Whatever is the outeome in} 
either Toronto or Vancouver, a} 
condition of national weakness is 
brought about when the national 
energy and strength is urgently 
needed for other purposes, Cau 
ada is reaping what Canada’s Gov 
ernment deliberately sowed.

From day to day the informa- 
tion is brought in that fields sup- 
posed to have been seriously affect- 
ed by the frost are either untouch- 
ed or have been only slightly touch- 
aged. The action of frost is gen- 
erally freakish, but in this case it 
is more freakish than usual. It is 
not safe for any man to assume 
that his crop is frozen because his | 
neighbor’s has been, The frost of 
Tuesday night, July 23rd, was pre- 
ceded by a high, cold wind during 
the day. Where the wind blew 
freely the earth was chilled during 
the day, and where there was shel- 
ter from the wind the earth did 
not chill to the same degree. When 
the wind dropped during the night 
those areas which had been chilled 
by the wind during the day were 
already so low in temperature that 
there. was, no resistance to the 
frosty condition of the atmos- 
phere; while in those sections in 
whieh the ground had not chilled 
because it had not been so much ex- 
posed to the wind, there was suf. 
ficient warmth to resist the chill 
of the atmosphere. This, in large 
part, accounts for the very re- 
markable difference in results that 
was shown in closely adjacent lo- 
calities. It is safe to say that in 
the Edmonton district proper there 
is no case in which grain, that had | 
not reached the blossom stage, has 
been injured. The amount of in- 
jury that has been suffered by the 
grain in the blossom stage or after- 
wards can only be known as yet 
by the appearance of the heads. 
Where the heads are bleached, the 
damage has been done. Where the 
heads are not bleached, it is a 
question whether any damage has 
been done or not. While this is an 
argument for letting the grain 
stand in the field, it is to be re- 
membered that if the grain has 
been destroyed, the maturing of the 
straw injures its feed value. The 
sooner a field in which the grain 
has been destroyed by frost is cut 
for hay, the better hay it will 
make, and the more its value is 
conserved. On the other hand, if | 
there is even half a crop of ordin- 
arily damaged grain remaining, it 
would be a crime under present 
food conditions to cut that crop for 
hay.
